In a letter to the Director dated Jul y 23,^ia^5, rece ived fro 
Loree Florence, M. D., of Athens, Geor^Tapcorrespondent reported tha 1 
wheitfhe asked General Sumpter L. Lowry of Tampa, Florida, and Waynesvili 
North Carolina, if he received intelligence reports, the General told mm he 
got them through the FBI. Correspondent requested thatihe,|dso be furnisheij 
FBI intelligence reports, and stated he had been getting De®»«raiy?h5 weekl 
intelligence reports but thought good loyal Americans should be able to ge 
the truth here. The letter also rambles on for four additional paragraphs in 
which the correspondent alternately quotes from the Bible, praises the Director, 
and makes allegations concerning Communist infiltration.

Bureau files reflect that on September 15, 1953, and February 2, 1954, 

Dr. Florence directed similar letters to the Director. In his letter of 
September 18, 1953, he asked how to meet the Russian menace, stating that he 
did not feel safe in the city. Bureau letter of September 28, 1953, thanked 
him for his interest and suggested he contact his state Civil Defense organization. 
Bureau letter of February 8, 1954, expressed appreciation for correspondent's 
expression of confidence. Dr. Florence is listed in 1950 edition of "American 
Medical Directory” as having been born in 1896; graduating from the Umifi&rsity 
of Georgia Medical School in 1926; practicing pediatrics and internal m£s&ctn£ 
and living at 285 Hampton Court, Athens, Georgia (62-1-737; 100-0-29^5). 

There is no indication in Bureau files that FBI reports are or have been 
made available to General Sumpter L. Lowry. He is described in "WBb's W&vb in 
American, ” as a business executive who has, since 1947, been chairman of 
the Board of Bushnell Iron Works, Inc., Tampa, Florida; Bushnell Steel Company, 
Jacksonville, Florida; Bushnell Steel Products, Inc., Miamij and Httorida Metals 
Inc., Tampa. He has been connected with National Guard since 1914. He retired 
from active service in the U. 9. ^Army in 1945, haying served during 1944-1945 as 
Brigadier General with 31st Infantry Division in
